This is probably the quickest and most effective 
method of bringing the question to an issue. The 
government is using a corruption of universal serv- 
ice th a dangerous emergency. It is opposed to 
récognizing the doctrine as safe ‘and the principle 
as just. The doctrines of our government are out- 
raged and nullified by the predicament in which it 
finds itself, by the dangers in which the nation 
finds itself, but that is only a temporary embarrass- 
ment. 

The government is invincible in opinion and un- 
conquerable in doctrine. Proofs of error are mere 
eg shells thrown at the granite front of the gov- 
ernment formula. The ipse dixit of our govern- 
ment stands as a law of life for the American re- 
public, denying the past, denying the present, and 
laying a sovereign command upon the future. 

For an administrative change of opinion there is 


future, any precautions which they write against 
danger, any devices which they adapt for national- 
ization and promotion of national welfare, must 
find éxpreéssion in congress and be so aa ee : 
publio Opinion that the government will be forced 
to change its attitude, if not its opinions. 

It is time to try this, whether the effort promises 
suceess or not.

CENTRALIZED WAR DIRECTION. 

/The reasoning against the superior war council 
continues to be inexplicable, unless it be understood 
that sufficient reasons cannot be found and that 
tricks must be substituted. This might be proof ot 
the intrinsic worth of the plan, but that proot will 
not advance its progress. . 

The attempt to place an effective tustreniead in 
the hands of the government is construed as an 
attempt to superimpose a controlling government 
upon thé one in existence, to divest authority of 
power rather than to give more power to authority. 
This is tricky opposition, but the opponents of the 
superior war council have no other brand, and, with 
congress in a docilé, timorous condition, the A 
brand of opposition may be successful. | 

For the proponents of the system which bund 
give the president the codrdinating instrument of 
a war council we have frequently said that the 
origin, authorship, nomenclature, and other non- 
essentials of the scheme are of no importance. It 
would be unfair to deprive sensible, patriotic men in 
congress of the satisfaction of knowing their work 
had result, if not recognition; but that is an unfair-

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 13.— [Spe- 
cial.J—Will H. Hays of Sullivan, 
Ind., the new chairman of the Re 
publican national committee, is a 
member of the law firm of Hays 
& Hays. He is 38 years old. 

In 1900 Hays was graduated 
_ from Wabash college. Hays early 
entered politics. Before he was of 
age he had been elected a Repub- 
lican precinct committeeman. From 
1904 to 1908 he was chairman of 
the Republican county committee 
and a member of the Indiana Re- 
publican state advisory committee 
from the Second district. In 1910 
he was elected chairman of Second 
Indiana district and reélected in 

1912. 
Hays was elected chairman of 
the Republican state central com- 
mittee in 1914 and conducted that 
Campaign, pulling the Republican 
party from a very poor third in 
1912 almost to victory. On March 
15, 1916, he was reslected state 
chairman and conducted what was 
generally conceded as a most bril- 
Hant campaign, electing two Unit- 
ed States senators, the entire state 
ticket, and nine of the thirteen 
con All the places had 
been filled by Democrats.

, Maximum Penalty Allowed. 

Under the terms of the habitual crim- 
inal statute, persons convicted a sec- 
ond time for buglary, grand larcency, 
forgery, counterfeiting, and horse steal- 
‘ing may be sent to prison as habitual 
offenders and compelled to serve the 
maximum penalty for the crime. The 
maximum penalty for robbery with a 
gun or with an armed confederate is 
life; forburglary, twenty years, and 
for grand larcency, ten years. 

According to fifigures furnished Tun 
Tripune by William Colvin, head of 
the pardon and paroles division, only 
eight men have been sentenced to Joliet 
penitentiary from Chicago under the 
habitual criminal act in the last five 
years: A total of 451 men with pre- 
vious criminal records have come from 
Cook county, according to Warden 
Murphy.
